Governor Budd has rendered a decis- 


ion in the Durrani case. He says he 
has-examined the evidence and ques- 
tioned the witnesses and can find no 
good reason for interfering with the 
decision of the Courts and not letting 
the law take its course. He finds that 
the evidence justifies the verdict, and 
he cannot do otherwise than follow 
the Snpreme Court and permit the 
judgment to stand. 


Durrani has been sentenced to be 


executed at San Quentin on the llth 
instant for the mnrder of Blanche La- 
ment in Emanuel Baptist Church, San 
Francisco, in April, 1895. 
The mur- 


der was one of the most atrocious re- 
corded in the annals of crime. • He was 
superintendent of the Church Sunday 
School, and took advantage of his posi- 
tion to allure the girl into the church 
for the purpose of taking her life. 
He 


was a student in a medical college and 
used his knowledge of surgery to con- 
ceal his crime. Though he endeavored 
to fasten the guilt upon others, the 
proof that he was the murderer was so 
positive that the jury found him gailty 
on the first ballot, and the court sen- 
tenced him to be executed upon the 
verdict. He appealed to the Supreme 
Court and that Court affirmed the 
judgement without a dissenting voice. 


Nor was the murder of Miss Lamont 


the only crime charged against Bur- 
rant. He was also indicted for the 
murder of Minnie Williams, another of 
his Sunday School pupils. The evi- 
dence against him in the Williams case 
is said to bejts positive and damning 
as it was in the Lamont case, though 
be was not tried for the murder of Miss 
Williams. 


Durrant was ably defended. • The 


best lawyers in San Francisco used 
every means known to the legal pro- 
fession to save him from the halter. 
Every device was resorted to to delay 
the ends of justice. When the Su- 
preme Court refused to interfere the 
CJovernor was appealed to, and the affi- 
davits of men, who swore that they 
were the murderers, were presented to 
him to create a doubt in his mind, 
though it was shown that one of the 
men who testified that be murdered 
the Lamont girl, was not in the United 
States when she was murdered. 


It is said that another effort will be 


made to save Durrant from the gallows 
by appealing to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. It is probable that 
this will be as unavailing as the other 
efforts of his counsel, as the United 
States Court will not be likely to inter- 
pose, unless there is some constitu- 
tional question involved, and that has 
not been shown to be the case. If there 
was any doubt whatever of Darrant'e 
gailt he would be given a new trial ere 
this, and if any new evidence had been 
discovered, which tended to show that 
he was not the murderer of Blanche 
Lamont, a stay of execution would 
doubtless be granted in his case. 


The murder of Blanche Lamont and 


Minnie Williams has been called the 
crime of the century, and all things 
considered it is without a parallel and 
nothing to compare with it in atrocity 
has occurred in California.

Governor Budd Will Not Interfere. 
Governor Budd has filed a written 


decision declining to interfere in the 
case of Durrant, sentenced to death 
for the murder of Blanche Lamont; 
and Solter Worden, sentenced to hang 
June 4th. for train wrecking during 
the strike 3 years ago. In both cases 
the Governor says ho has examined 
the evidence and himself questioned 
witnesses and can find no good reason 
why he should not allow the law to 
take its course. The longest decision 
is in the Duirant case, which he con- 
cludes by saying that finding no irregu- 
larity in the case and finding that the 
evidence justified the verdict of guilty, 
he cannot do otherwise than follow the 
Supreme Court and permit the verdict 
of tho jury and judgments of the two 
courts to stand. 


Mrs. Durrant broke the news to 


Theodore Durrant that Governor Budd 
would not interfere with the deatb sen- 
tence, and soon after the murderer was 
removed to the death chamber. Dur- 
rant was unaffected as usual.
